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PREFACE. 


O one who has studied Chaloner Smith’s “‘ British 

Mezzotinto Portraits ’’ can fail to be impressed by 
the vast amount of knowledge contained therein, 
and the degree of accuracy with which it is set 
forth. But in all lengthy catalogues mistakes are 
bound to occur, and since his book was written much 
new information has come to light. I have therefore 
endeavoured in the following Catalogue to give a list 
of states of plates omitted or incorrectly given by 
Chaloner Smith, and also to describe and give the 
various states of plates not mentioned by him. 

My task would have been quite impossible without 
considerable assistance from other quarters, and it isa 
pleasure to say that in every direction where I have 
applied for information I have found the most 
generous response to my enquiries. I take this oppor- 
tunity of tendering my heartiest thanks to all those 
who have so kindly helped me in the preparation of 
this book. 

Much of my work was done in the Department of 
Prints and Drawings of the British Museum, which 
contains by far the largest collection of portrait mezzo- 
tints in the world, and here, where I examined many 
hundreds of prints, the Keeper, Assistants and Staft 
of the Department have been unremitting in their 
courtesy and patience. I received similar attention at 
the Victoria and Albert Museum. 

Mr. C. F. Bell. and the Hon. A. Shirley, of the 
Ashmolean Museum, and Mr. John Charrington, Hon. 
Keeper of the Prints at the Fitzwilliam Museum, have 
given me every assistance 1n their power.

In addition to my own notes, which I have been 
compiling for many years, the "following collectors 
have very kindly given me much valuable material :

As regards Continental collections I have been 
most fortunate in securing the enthusiastic co-opera- 
tion of Professor Doktor Hans W. Singer, the well- 
known authority on prints, who was not only kind 
enough to go through the collections in the Staatliches 
Kupferstich-Kabinett and the Sammlung Friedrich 
August II at Dresden, but was even so good as to 
devote a portion of his holiday last year to a journey to 
Coburg where, with the courteous co-operation of Pro- 
fessor Doktor L. Kaemmerer, Director of the Kunst 
und Altertiimersammlung der Coburger Landestif- 
tung, Veste Coburg, he examined the portrait mezzo- 
tints. He has sent me many valuable notes which I 
have gratefully incorporated in my Catalogue. I have 
also availed myself of Professor Singer’s elaborate 
Catalogue of the Reuss-Greiz Collection. 

My thanks are due to Miss N. Lee, who has given 
me great assistance in checking inscriptions and in the 
clerical work.

The following methods have been employed in the 
preparation of the Catalogue : I have as far as possible 
adopted the methods employed in “‘ British Mezzotinto 
Portraits ’’ in order that my notes may be readily used 
in conjunction with that work; if occasionally I have 
slightly departed from this practice it has been with a 
view to making the new matter more easily under- 
stood. I have confined myself to the engravers 
included in Chaloner Smith (with the exception of one 
or two additions not known to him), and chiefly to the 
plates and states. I have made no attempt to re-write 
the biographies throughout, though in this respect I 
have made many additions and corrections. On the 
whole I have only dealt with portraits, or plates sup- 
posed to be portraits, although in a few cases, e.g., of 
the early engravers, I have added notes on some of the 
plates after subject pictures which I thought to be of 
special interest. 

In order to avoid mistakes which so often occur 
through the use of the words ‘ Before any inscrip- 
tion’’ and ‘‘ Before inscription’’ I have substituted 
the words ‘‘ Before all letters’ for the first-mentioned 
phrase. 

The words “as described ”’, and “in inscription ”’ 
invariably refer, as in Chaloner Smith, to the inscrip- 
tion which is given before the states are enumerated ; 
unless otherwise stated it is assumed that such inscrip- 
tion is in engraved lettering. 

I have not included any plates published abroad, 
unless the inscription includes an address in England. 
Chaloner Smith’s note “one known”’ may be disre- 
garded throughout ; in almost every case it is incorrect. 

I have only made corrections in the dimensions 
where there is a discrepancy of more than one-eighth 
inch. 

The ordinary abbreviations used do not, I think, 
require any explanation.

After careful consideration I have decided not to 
include references, except in special cases, as to the 
source of the information given. The catalogues of 
public collections are available to all, and it is of little 
use to state that such and such a ‘print has passed 
through some printseller’s hands, or was at some time 
in some private collector’s possession; but I ask my 
readers to believe that I make no statement except on 
the most reliable information, and where I have any 
doubts at all they are indicated in the text. In availing 
myself of the various catalogues and monographs 
dealing with the subject, I have in any case of doubt 
quoted statements made therein and left it to my 
readers to draw their own conclusions; but in every 
other case, without exception, I have checked, and 
often corrected, the information taken from these 
sources either from an examination of the print 
described, or by other records from reliable and 
independent notes. 

As regards sale catalogues I have in no case 
regarded these as final evidence; where I have quoted 
extracts from them this is an indication that I have no 
confirmatory information. 

I have not thought it necessary to give a list of 
books of reference. A very ample Bibliography may 
be found in Professor A. M. Hind’s ‘‘ Short History of 
Engraving and Etching.”’ 

In conclusion, I must repeat that there is no 
finality in cataloguing : mistakes must always occur 
and new information come to light. I shall be very 
glad to hear of such, if informed through my pub- 
lishers, and should sufficient matter of importance 
thus become available, I would endeavour at a future 
date to place it before the public.

There has been great confusion about the states of this print. 
The late Mr. Mark Hall did much good work towards a solution 
of the difficulty, though I think there are one or two errors in the 
result of his investigations which was published in the ‘‘ Print 
Collectors Quarterly **, Vol. Lx: 

After exhaustive examination of numerous examples I have come 
to the following conclusions. After the impressions of the three 
states of the original plate had been pulled, the same copper was 
extensively reworked, in fact almost wholly re-engraved, on four 
subsequent occasions. It had always been assumed that there 
was more than one plate of this subject, but that all these issues 
were from the same copper is proved, as shown by Mr. Hall, 
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by the fact that a small flaw in the metal, which causes the print- 
ing of a black dot, occurs in exactly the same place in every 
print (viz. at a point 164 mm. from the top of the plate, and 
186 mm. from the right hand edge of the plate). The distance 
from the dot to the nearest point of the arm varies in the different 
re-engravings as the position of the arm is slightly altered. 
It is evident that a very large number of impressions were pulled 
from this plate, thus necessitating the re-engravings, and it is 
also evident that between the principal re-engravings the artist 
worked from time to time on the plate with roulette and graver ; 
for this reason I have omitted Mr. Hall’s state VIII. 
The impressions from the plate as first engraved, and those from 
the two subsequent engravings fall into groups in each of which 
the first state is in scratched lettering. The issue from the third 
re-engraving has only one state, No. IX, as is also the case with 
the issue from the fourth re-engraving, No. X. In this last case 
the plate has been very indifferently reworked by another hand ; 
it was published more than a vear after J. R. Smith’s death.

represented, as Hoppner’s picture was exhibited at the Royal 
Academy in 1806, and engraved by William Ward in 1808.

St. Clare sat to him for the picture-—she also sat to Northcote 
for the noted picture called ‘The Alpine Traveller’ engraved 
by James Ward in 1804, and to W. Owen, R.A., for the engraved 
picture of ‘ Almeria’, as well as for his picture called ‘Expecta- 
tion’, in which she is holding a watch to her ear, and for several 
other pictures that I need not trouble you with.

Goodwin are wrong as to the identity of this personage. She is 
Mary, dau. of Thomas Hill, of Tern, Co. Salop; wife of Sir Brian 
Broughton-Delves, 5th bart.; he died s.p. 1766, and was suc- 
ceeded by his brother Thomas. The sittings for the picture 
extended from 1765 to 1772. Whether the plate by Finlayson 
after Cotes represents this lady, or her sister-in-law as stated by 
C.S., does not seem certain, but there is a strong likeness 
between the two portraits.
